Jt has financially en- 
couraged two categories of 
musa housing undertaken 
by the Houaing Authority 
and the Housing Society 
nnd directly involved itself 
in reaettling several hun- 
dred thousand squatters, 
And now, for the first time 
in the Colony’s history 9 
decision has been taken to 
progressively eliminate the 
tenements. 

7 will surprise no one to 

know that the people who 
rent bedspnces, cocklofts 
and cubicles in these 
stryctures dive in 
worst conditions of all. 
Rexetllement — blocks . are 
almost palatial by compari- 
son. Properly Government 
hns decided, however, that 
those who are rehoused 
will quakify for a stightly 
higher standard of accom- 
modation than is, presently 
being offered in resettle- 
ment estates und the renta 
will therefore be slightly 
higher. 

. There {s to be no delay in 
starting work and the first 
block may be completed 
sometime next year, 
And Hongkong should thus 
be cleared of the worst 
dlota on its housing land- 
scope inside five years — 
by which time, of course, 
another batch of tenements 
will have deteriorated to 
the stage that they will 
have to be condemned, 

One thing Government must 
insist on ts that all con- 
demned tenements are 
demolished and not just 
patched up. What Govern- 
ment has also to guard 
against is their replace- 
ment by new residentials 
built by private enterprise 
which by ‘in process of sub- 
letting will in. time become

No National Ground 


The story of “Billy Williams's ; 
Cabbage Patch,” as Twickenham was ‘ 
once known, is a simple but none-the- 
less romantic one. Lag 
At the turn of the eentury the 

growlng game of Rugby Union 
footbalk had no national ground 
and only small administrative 
oifices In the Strand, Interna- 
tlonnt matches were played on 
club grounds such as Blackheath, 
Munehester, Richmond, Glouces- 
far, every on ah 
once at the Crystal Palnce, then 
the ste caf the FA Cup Final. 


Billy Williams and his aské- 
clutes were undoubtedly fired by 
the foot thet 45,000 spetators 
made the then longish journey 
to the Crystal Palace ta watch 
Englond play the all-conquering 
All-Blacks from New Zealand in | 
1905, It wes a mighty crowd for 
those days. 


There were criticisms enoygh 
even dvefore the first match was 
played nt Twickenham in Octo- 

er 1009. “The ground was too 
far from London, the _ station 
too far from the ground, and 
the “B" (now East) stand 
faced the sun, Then, as now, 
the housing of the Press box 
in the East stand was ao bone 
of contention with the Precs.
